But men have to go out and 
look for them and do what they 
can, even though what they find at 
the moment is unpromising and 
distasteful.

We 
didn't say we couldn't do this or 
that. We got out and did for our- 
selves—"

TOOK ANY WORK 

“When I was a young man and 
was offered work, I took it whether 
I liked it or liked the pay,’ or not 
The man who takes what he can 
get today and does his best with it, 
is the man who will come out of 


the depression with flying colors.” | 


“But there is another side to the 
question,” I suggested. “When a man 
hunts work for months, perhaps 
| years, and cannot find any, he is 
bound to become bewildered, to lose 
courage—” 

Irish sympathy responded quickly 

“It's heartbreaking—but fear does 
not help. People shouldn't be afraid 
of poverty, afraid of doing without, 
afraid of taking a chance, especially 
young people.” 

This reminded Senator Burns of 
one of the big social problems aris- 
Ing as a result of the depression, 
and he continued 

“Young people shouldn't pe afraid 


to marry because they have no 
money to start with. If they care 
enough for each other and are 
willing to work, they sheuldn't 


hesitate. Two can work better than 
one, That is what I tell them when 
they tell me they can't afford to 
marry.” 


OTHER WESTERN PROBLEMS 


We talked of other Western prob- 
lems such as drouth and soil drift- 


ing, and the farmers’ and ranchers’ 
year in year out gamble with nature | 


and markets, but all our talk even- 
tually swung back to the human 
aspect—to the need for stout hearts 
to inspire doughty deeds rather 
than much talk on the market place, 

As ve discussed the tragic prob- 
lem of soil drifting and the differ- 
}ent plans for overcoming it, Sena- 
for Burns revealed an other side of 
his character — an appreciation of 
the beautiful and of the influence 
of beauty in everyday life.

Excessive Gas 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 
Flatulence or excessive gas is the greatest 
single symptom of disease and I rective many 
thousands of letters each year from those who 


are seéking relief from the discomfort of gas 


pressure. 

Flatulence may be so persistent that the pa- 
tient is bothered with it after 
every meal or may occur only 
occasionally after indulgence 
in a meal composed of foods 
which are difficult to digest. 
Usually, flatulence does not 
exist as the only symptom 
present but is accompanied by 
other symptoms such as belch- 
ing, a sence of fulness in the 
stomach, rapid beating of the 
heart, and bloating. If the ac- 
cumulation of gas occurs at 
night, the patient will be disturbed by dreams 
or by insomnia. When the attack is severe, the 
patient will describe cramp-like pains which 
resemble those of colic, though it is more com- 
mon to find that the patient experiences just 
a disagreebale discomfort rather than actual 
pain. Sometimes the patient with excessive gas 
becomes dizzy or may notice an uneasy, anxious 
frame of mind. 

In overcoming flatulence it is necessary to 
remove the cause. Some of the chief causes are 
the following; using wrong food combinations; 
over-eating; stomach irfitation; the habit of 
swallowing air; gulping food hurriedly; con- 
stipation, and the use of foods hard to digest.

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Many of Our Money Truths Are 
Not Wholly True 


By R. T, ELLIOTT, K.C 

When we come to apply to the Social Credit doctrine and to 
the Townsend Plan some of the money dogmas which we 
come to look upon as basic truths, outcrops of inconsistency ond 


have 


of insufficient proof make their appearance. 


For instance, a very well-meaning and scientific gentleman 
publishes a dissection of the Townsend Plan; says he would be 
all for it should there be any way to make it work; but that the 
turnover tax of two per cent on every transaction to raise the 
fund for redemption of the Townsend Plan cheques ignores the 
fact that there is not a profit on every stage of a transaction, and 
that, as taxes can only be paid out of profits, the Townsend Plan 
must collapse immediately the total tax exceeds the total profit. 


This has a truthful sound; but the truthful sound becomes 
weaker when one remembers that the eight per cent sales tax 
is collected without any reference to profits. It is certain that to 
the extent to which sales tax can be collected without reference 
to profit, the dogmas of the scientific gentleman are not wholly 
true. It is another case of not proven; because unless wholly true 
they may not be true at all. 


Then we come to the Aberhart Prosperity Certificates or scrip. 
Everything the sound money advocates urge against these certi- 
ficates has a truthful sound, unless and until you remember that 
for many yeafs prior to the founding of the Central Bank of 
Canada we did business on bank notes issued by the chartered 
banks and insured for payment by an “Insurance Fund” collected 
and maintained by the Government of Canada . 


In the event of a Bank going broke the notes were redeemed 
out of the Insurance Fund at par plus interest from the day the 
Bank stopped payment. 


From this it is plain that the public paid interest for use of the 
bank notes so long as the issuing bank remained solvent; this in- 
terest being for the privilege of using the bank notes as a circu- 
lating accounting factor. Immediately the bank stopped pay- 
ments its notes could not be circulated; therefore the public was 
paid interest out of the insurance fund, instead of continuing to 
waive the right to interest for the privilege of using the notes as 
a circulating medium. 

Under the Aberhart Government plan it seems that the charge 
for the use of the certificates is to be collected at stated periods 
and at fixed percentages. This is only a difference in price and 
in accounting as compared with our cost in waived interest for 
the use of bank-notes prior to the formation of the Central Bank. 
There is no difference in principle. 

In the case of the bank notes we had the Insurance Fund as 
an ultimate security; in the case of the certificates we have the 
credit of the Province of Alberta as the ultimate security. 


It is plain therefore that the sound money wails about the 
unsoundness of the certificatés are not wholly true. The charge 
for using may be too high; but this could be corrected. The public 
may not like the certificates; then it will be a case of no sale; 
but the charge of inherent unsoundness goes too far. Maybe the 
public is losing more money by the exactions of the money famine 
than will have to be paid for the use of the certificates.
